Paris—(AP— The possibil 
ity that Russia might spring 
some surprise wher» the Berlin 
situation comes before the Se- 
curity Council shared interest 
here tonight with what ap- 
peared to be general concern 
over on extremely grave world 
situation. 


The franc was falling in its rela- 
tion to the dollar, and war talk was 
believed to be the cause. The franc 
is rated officially as 314 to the dollar. 
Last week it sold in the free market 
at around 385. Monday, after the 
announcement that east-west nego- 
tiations over Berlin had been broken 
off, you could get 415 francs for a 
dollar.

Although expert observers still 
believe there can be no war this year 
and probably not even next year, 
the people are displaying little faith 
in the long range future of Europe. 


There is still no good reason to 
believe that the UH, will not survive 
the tests to which it will be put in 
the next few weks, but there is also 
no tendency to minimize the great 
strain. 


In addition to Berlin, the western 
powers appear to be determined to 
thresh over the whole east-west con- 
flict. 
There is a developing split 
over Palestine. The western powers 
have largely healed their own rift 
and support the Bernadotte pro- 
posal Now the Russians are giving 
indications that they will attempt 
to stick by the outdated U.N. parti- 
tion decision of last fall. If they 
fight the Bernadotte plan it will 
mean destruction of the last bridge 
of agreement at any point between 
Russia and the U.S.

Chicago, Sept. 28 — (IP) — State 
police today looked through Illinois 
trailer camps seeking to notify the 
parents of 2-month-old Martin Mc- 
Donald Jr., of his sudden death.

offices throughout Illinois to make 
inquiries at all trailer camps in an 
attempt to locate the couple.

'We will not compromise our prin- 
ciples. 


'There is no peace in that and we 
will not endanger our freedom. 


^Sudden Impulse'

"While there is hope,'we will not 
relax our efforts to find common 
grounds of agreement, or cease to 
pray for Just and peaceful solu- 
tions." 


Dewey, whose aides ray he stands 
squarely behind the Paris decision 
referring the Berlin dispute to the 
United Nations, also did some plain 
talking ip Spokane, Wash., on the 
way to Missoula. He said there: 


"I have seen all kinds of Ameri- 
cans. 
They make their living in 
many different ways. 
They have 
different backgrounds. 
They are 
different in race and religious be- 
liefs. 


"I wish some oi the world's rulers 
knew about these many kinds of 
Americans what you and I know 
about them. « 


"Peace today would be on firmer 
ground if those who may be reck- 
lessly planning war knew that — 
when there's a big job to be done — 
there is only one kind of American." 


Would Bring New 
Charges Against 
Wife Of Head Nazi 


Washington, Sept. 28—(/P)—Fresh 
charges of complicity in war crime 
horrors may be raised against Use 
Koch to prevent her release from 
prison, Army Secretary Royall said 
today. 


Mrs. Koch, widow of the comman- 
dant at the nazis' Buchenwald pri- 
son camp, was originaly sentenced to 
life for her part in offenses com-, 
mitted during World War II. 


The sentence was reduced to four 
years in prison, however, and bar- 
ring further action she may be re- 
leased 
next 
year. 
Among 
other 
things, she was accused of making 
lampshades from the tattooed skin 
of human victims. 


The reduction of the sentence was 
ordered by U. S. army authorities 
in Germany, who said not all the 
charges against her were proved. 
The reduction drew protests from 
members of Congress end others. 


Chicago, Sept. 29—W-Mark Pro- 
vo, 24, who told a coroner's jury "a 
sudden impulse" prompted him to 
fire the shot which killed his wife, 
today was charged by police with 
murder.

Find Documents 
Left In Arctic 
By Peary In 1905 


Washington, Sept. 28—(^—Docu- 
ments left behind by Rear Armiral 
Robert E. Peary on an expedition in 
1905—four years before he discovered 
the North Pole—have been found 
far up in the Arctic Circle. 


The State Department made the 
bare announcement of the discovery 
today. It gave no details of what 
the records disclosed. 
- The navy was- similarly reticent. 
Some government officials said the 
navy's caution was dictated by fears 
that Russia might be tipped off 
about navigable waters in the ice- 
choked region where Peary's notes 
were found. 


This vast polar area has assumed 
more and more strategic importance 
in post-war years since tension be- 
tween the United States and Russia 
has tightened. 


The State Department's brief an- 
nouncement, made jointly with the 
Canadian government, said three 
U. S. navy and coast guard ships 
made the discovery on an Arctic ex- 
pedition last, summer.

Dewey's Remarks 
On Atomic Energy 


Rochester, N.Y., Sept. 28 — (IP) — 
Senator Alben W. Barkley, Demo- 
cratic vice-presidential nominee, ac- 
cused Gov. Thomas E. Dewey to- 
night of "embarrassing" the foreign 
relations of the United States. 


In his first invasion of the GOP 
stronghold in upstate New York, 
Barkley said the Republican presi- 
dential nominee's public utterances 
on atomic energy and Italian colon- 
ies left "a hollow ring" to Dewey's 
promise "that he will appeal to no 
special interests." 


Dewey's campaign declarations in- 
dicating his favor for private devel- 
opment of atomic energy leaves some 
question whether Republicans "com- 
prehend even the meaning of the 
force of atomic energy," Barkley 
said in a speech prepared for deliv- 
ery at a Democratic rally here (7:15 
pjn., CST). 


Green Declares 
University Needs 
Building Program 


Champaign, 111., Sept. 28—(IP)— 
The University of Illinois needs in- 
creased facilities on its Champaign- 
Urbana and Chicago campuses and 
must have continued substantial aid 
in its building program, Governor 
Green. declared tonight. 


The Republican governor, cam- 
paigning for reelection, said in pre- 
pared remarks: 


"There exists a tremendous de- 
mand for medical training and for 
medical service which the univers- 
ity must help to meet here in our 
state. The task involves the building 
of new laboratories, classrooms and 
provisions for additional clinical fa* 
cilities. 


"Careful studies and planning to 
meet thses needs are in progress 
now for presentation to the General 
Assembly." 


Green said the natural growth of 
the university here will continue 
from the present level. More than 
18,000 students are in full time resi- 
dence here where the normal capac- 
ity is about 14,000. 


"Buildings now under construction 
will offer some relief, but it will b« 
several years before the university 
can operate on a non-emergency 
basis," the governor said.

Russia is the only country that 
got sizeable quantities of lend-lease 
that has balked at settling its war- 
time account. 
Great Britain and 
France closed their accounts two 
years ago. 


In general, the United States has 
asked the Soviet Union, as it has 
other countries, to pay a "reasonable 
value" for the civilian type lend- 
lease goods in its possession as of 
V-J Day, Sept. 2, 1945. This in most 
cases has averaged less than 10 per- 
cent of the total sent under lend- 
lease. 


No payment was requested of Rus 
sia or any other lend-lease nation 
for the strictly war materials used 
in the common war effort against 
Germany and Japan.

U. N. MEDIATOR BLAMES 
ARABS FOR AMBUSH 
OF CONVOY AT LATRUN 


Paris, Sept. 28—(¿P>—The staff of 
the acting United Nations mediator 
in Palestine today blamed Arabs for 
killing four Jews in Latrun, Pales- 
tine, Sept. 22. 


A telegram from the staff of Dr. 
Ralph Bunche was made public here. 


It said a "decision of the medi- 
ator's chief of staff today declared 
that the Latrun massacre of Sept. 22, 
when four occupants of a Jewish 
convoy were killed, constitutes a 
most serious breach of the truce and 
that charge must be made against 
the Arab forces of Trans-Jordan." 


U. N. Mediator 
Accuses Jews In 
Bernadotte Murder 


Lake Success, Sept. 28—(IP)—Dr. 
Ralph Bunche, acting United Na- 
tions mediator in Palestine, accused 
Jewish authorities of negligence to- 
day in connection with the assassin- 
ation of Count Folke Bernadotte. 


Bunche drew up a report for the 
security council on the killing in 
Jerusalem, Sept. 17. The report was 
sent to Paris and to Lake Success 
from Rhodes. 


Bunche said he could not help but 
conclude the Jewish authorities in 
Jerusalem had not taken adequate 
security precauations with regard to 
Bernadottes safety. 


His report declared Jewish terror- 
ist groups enjoyed freedom of move- 
ment and little control up to the 
Sept. 20 ordinance of Israeli author- 
ities outlawing such groups. 


Bunche then appealed to the sec- 
urity council to take urgent meas- 
ures to see that "criminal bands" are 
controlled in Palestine. 


Report $30,000

He accused the Russians of an 
imperialist policy "more ambitious 
than the policy of the Czars them- 
selves," and added: "we fear yoo 
when you preach this antiquated, 
this absolute doctrine of absolute 
national sovereignty." 


Spaak, the first president of the 
U.N. assembly in 1946 who has 
crossed lances repeatedly with the 
Russians, said the assembly needs a 
"spectacular coup—a compromise." 


He said that as a remedy to the 
east-west dispute, attempts to rt- 
jrise the UJi. charter 
must

abandoned. He said later this meant 
he would, drop his opposition to the 
veto. In return, he added, Russia 
"must promise us to cooperate, to 
work with the genuine spirit of the 
charter."

in the leisurely days of Benjamin Harrison's, or even Cal 
Coolidge's, administration. But unless world affairs quiet down 
remarkably in the years ahead, and unless a great deal more 
of a president's responsibilities and dutise are delegated than 
at present, it might seem safer and more efficient to shorten 
the hand-shaking and baby-kissing season. 


It might be hard to change this tradition of midsummer 
conventions. Quite naturally a candidate and his qdvisers are 
not going to pass up any chances. And if there is a likelihood 
that a long haul, a lot of speeches, and even more back-plat- 
form greetings will decide the undecided and change the minds 
of the convinced, they might balk at altering the pattern. 


But the fact remains that long presidential 
campaigns 
usually generate more heat than light. They exaggerate an- 
tagonisms and promote 
disunity. In times of international 
crisis such as now, they distract public and governmental at- 
tention. Charges and counter-charges pile up in damaging 
profusion. 


Since American unity is becoming increasingly important, 
and since the presidency of *the United States, as the world's 
most important job, deserves a comparable attention; we think 
the Democratic and Republican high command would be doing 
the country a service if they agreed to limit presidential cam- 
oaigning to, say, two months—beginning in 1952.

This would be determined by the 
board of the new district which 
would be elected by the people and 
should have a competent superin- 
tendent to advise it. The Survey 
committee has recommended no spe- 
cific attendance units though it has 
suggested the use of existing build- 


ings- and fa/cilities while building 
costs remain high.

Some Pickers At Work 


Many mechanical cornpickers were 
buzzing up and down the corn rows 
Tuesday. The quality is high and so 
is the yield. Moisture content has 
been reported from as high as 27% 
down to 20%. 


Some elevators are accepting new 
corn, along with the heavy influx 
of beans. They're very busy places. 


Burrus Brothers seed company of 
Arenzville began harvesting a bump- 
er crop of U. S. 13 hybrid seed Mon- 
day. Roy Burrus, president of the 
company, said the corn is consider- 
ably drier than is usual at this time 
of the year. The first pickings car- 
ried 20-21 per cent moisture. The 
grain is dumped into hot air driers 
which reduce the moisture content 
down to around 12-14 per cent. 


Mr. Burrus believes some of the 
company's seed plots are even bet- 
ter than they were in 1946, a year 
when this area's corn topped every- 
thing in the state. 


Gus Kilver, manager of the Pis- 
gah Farmers elevator, said "soybean 
yields are picking up a little, nearly 
every day." He agrees with many 
observers that the later planted 
fields produced better quality, high- 
er yielding beans this year. 


"One 40 acre field averaged 40 
bushels," he reported. "Most of them 
are running around 32 bushels. The 
harvest in this vicinity is about two- 
thirds done." 
Soybeans Too Dry 


Soybeans are a little too dry. A lot 
of them are down to 10% moisture, 
making them difficult to harvest 
without excessive "splits," breakage 
of the individual seeds. 


The price of both grains have 
taken serious tailspins; both are 
selling at figures considerably be- 
low parity. Elevators Tuesday were 
bidding around $2.25 a bushel for 
soybeans and a $1.25 for corn on 
the basis of No. 2 grade for Oct 
delivery. 


The Aug. 15 parity price for corn 
was $1.61; for soybeans $2.41.
